A Right To Service 


confused issue involving unaccepted 
streets, many of which are among the oldest travelled 
ways in the town, may be settled, but apparently it will 
be a long job. 

With the estimate Monday night that 320,000 would be 
required to properly lay out the streets, and fix some of 
them, it became apparent that this may be a long-range 
project. Legal opinion from Counsel Fredric S. O’Brien Jr. 
has it that the town must do this task, then get the town 
meeting to accept the streets. 

We were under the impression that much of the ground 
work had been done by the former Board of Selectmen, 
through the special act of the Legislature proposed by 
that Board and adopted by the state body. It is even re- 
called that, on occasion, the Selectmen would inform the 
former Board of Public Works that one street or another 
had been accepted, and it was alright to work on the 
street in question. 

Apparently we, along with many residents and some 
officials, did not understand the problem. For the recent 
ruling that the full job of laying out the streets must be 
done seems to contradict what we thought the former Board 
had done in a slightly different way. 

It will be good to see work begin, on these streets 
where the town has, for yeags, maintained the roads, in- 
stalled water mains, repaired culverts and done other 
work, because the residents on these streets have a right 


to this service now. 


Needed: A Quorum 


We heartily applaud the decision to hold a special town 
meeting early next month, for the withdrawal action from 
the mosquito control project. 

The town has been assessed 910,500 for this county 
project, but it appears to be of dubious value to Andover, 
Even state officials are being quoted as agreeing that, 
unless all surrounding communities take part, the mos- 
quito population could not be adequately controlled. And 
in Andover’s case, this means that Middlesex County 
would be involved — in Wilmington, Tewksbury and No. 
Reading. There is no active project there — thus Andover 
probably would get no real and lasting help from any 
Essex County program that might, sometime in the future, 
be developed. 

Moreover, the town could spray its own areas at a cost 
far less than that proposed by the state — another good 
reason to get out of the project while it is possible to do 
SO. 

While the town must pay this year’s assessment, it has 
been reported that some of this money may be coming back 
next year, if enough other towns in the County withdraw 
also. And certainly the saving in future years, by eliminat- 
ing this levy, is in itself good reason to withdraw, if not 
a single penny of this year’s payment is refunded. 

We hope there are enough voters, interested in saving 
some money for themselves, to make up a quorum at the 
meeting June 8 in Memorial Auditorium.

The second bird walk of the 


1959 season was held Sunday | 


May 5, at Baker’s Meadow Sanc- 
tuary in Andover. This walk was 
unique in two ways. First it was 
the first organized group to use 
the Uaker’s Meadow Sanctuary, 
recently purchased by the An- 
dover Village Improvement Society.
